For aging programs for the department on aging and28

area agencies on aging to provide citizens of Iowa who29

are 60 years of age and older with case management for30

frail elders, Iowa’s aging and disabilities resource31

center, and other services which may include but are32

not limited to adult day services, respite care, chore33

services, information and assistance, and material aid,34

for information and options counseling for persons with35

disabilities who are 18 years of age or older, and36

for salaries, support, administration, maintenance,37

and miscellaneous purposes, and for not more than the38

following full-time equivalent positions:39

1. Funds appropriated in this section may be used42

to supplement federal funds under federal regulations.43

1. There is appropriated from the general fund of21

the state to the department of human services for the22

fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012, and ending June 30,23

2013, the following amount, or so much thereof as is24

necessary, to be used for the purpose designated:25

For distribution to counties of the county mental26

health, mental retardation, and developmental27

disabilities allowed growth factor adjustment for28

fiscal year 2012-2013 as provided in this section in29

lieu of the allowed growth factor provisions of section30

331.438, subsection 2, and section 331.439, subsection31

3, and chapter 426B:32

2. Of the amount appropriated in this section,34

$12,000,000 shall be distributed as provided in this35

subsection.36

a. To be eligible to receive a distribution under37

this subsection, a county must meet the following38

requirements:39

(1) The county is levying for the maximum amount40

allowed for the county’s mental health, mental41

retardation, and developmental disabilities services42

fund under section 331.424A for taxes due and payable43

in the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012, or the44

county is levying for at least 90 percent of the45

maximum amount allowed for the county’s services fund46

and that levy rate is more than $2 per $1,000 of the47

assessed value of all taxable property in the county.48

(2) In the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010,49

the county’s mental health, mental retardation, and50
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developmental disabilities services fund ending balance1

under generally accepted accounting principles was2

equal to or less than 15 percent of the county’s actual3

gross expenditures for that fiscal year.4

b. The amount of a county’s distribution from the5

allocation made in this subsection shall be determined6

based upon the county’s proportion of the general7

population of the counties eligible to receive a8

distribution under this subsection. The most recent9

population estimates issued by the United States10

bureau of the census shall be applied in determining11

population for the purposes of this paragraph.12

c. The distributions made pursuant to this13

subsection are subject to the distribution provisions14

and withholding requirements established in this15

section for the county mental health, mental16

retardation, and developmental disabilities allowed17

growth factor adjustment for the fiscal year beginning18

July 1, 2012.19

3. The following amount of the funding appropriated20

in this section is the allowed growth factor adjustment21

for fiscal year 2012-2013, and shall be credited to the22

allowed growth funding pool created in the property tax23

relief fund and for distribution in accordance with24

section 426B.5, subsection 1:25

4. The following formula amounts shall be utilized27

only to calculate preliminary distribution amounts for28

the allowed growth factor adjustment for fiscal year29

2012-2013 under this section by applying the indicated30

formula provisions to the formula amounts and producing31

a preliminary distribution total for each county:32

a. For calculation of a distribution amount for33

eligible counties from the allowed growth funding pool34

created in the property tax relief fund in accordance35

with the requirements in section 426B.5, subsection 1:36

b. For calculation of a distribution amount for38

counties from the mental health and developmental39

disabilities (MH/DD) community services fund40

in accordance with the formula provided in the41

appropriation made for the MH/DD community services42

fund for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012:43

5. a. After applying the applicable statutory45

distribution formulas to the amounts indicated in46

subsection 4 for purposes of producing preliminary47

distribution totals, the department of human services48

shall apply a withholding factor to adjust an eligible49

individual county’s preliminary distribution total.50
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In order to be eligible for a distribution under1

this section, a county must be levying 90 percent or2

more of the maximum amount allowed for the county’s3

mental health, mental retardation, and developmental4

disabilities services fund under section 331.424A for5

taxes due and payable in the fiscal year for which the6

distribution is payable.7

b. An ending balance percentage for each county8

shall be determined by expressing the county’s ending9

balance on a modified accrual basis under generally10

accepted accounting principles for the fiscal year11

beginning July 1, 2010, in the county’s mental health,12

mental retardation, and developmental disabilities13

services fund created under section 331.424A, as a14

percentage of the county’s gross expenditures from that15

fund for that fiscal year. If a county borrowed moneys16

for purposes of providing services from the county’s17

services fund on or before July 1, 2010, and the18

county’s services fund ending balance for that fiscal19

year includes the loan proceeds or an amount designated20

in the county budget to service the loan for the21

borrowed moneys, those amounts shall not be considered22

to be part of the county’s ending balance for purposes23

of calculating an ending balance percentage under this24

subsection.25

c. For purposes of calculating withholding26

factors and for ending balance amounts used for other27

purposes under law, the county ending balances shall28

be adjusted, using forms developed for this purpose29

by the county finance committee, to disregard the30

temporary funding increase provided to the counties31

for the fiscal year through the federal American32

Recovery and Reinvestment Act of 2009, Pub. L. No.33

111-5. In addition, a county may adjust the ending34

balance amount by rebating to the department all or35

a portion of the allowed growth and MH/DD services36

fund moneys the county received for the fiscal year37

beginning July 1, 2011, in accordance with this Act, or38

from any other services fund moneys available to the39

county. The rebate must be remitted to the department40

on or before June 1, 2012, in order to be counted.41

The amount rebated by a county shall be subtracted42

dollar-for-dollar from the county’s ending balance43

amount for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2010, for44

purposes of calculating the withholding factor and45

for other ending balance purposes for the fiscal year46

beginning July 1, 2012. The rebates received by the47

department shall be credited to the property tax relief48

fund and distributed as additional funding for the49

fiscal year beginning July 1, 2012, in accordance with50
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the formula provisions in this section.1

d. The withholding factor for a county shall be the2

following applicable percent:3

(1) For an ending balance percentage of less than4

5 percent, a withholding factor of 0 percent. In5

addition, a county that is subject to this lettered6

paragraph shall receive an inflation adjustment equal7

to 3 percent of the gross expenditures reported for the8

county’s services fund for the fiscal year.9

(2) For an ending balance percentage of 5 percent10

or more but less than 10 percent, a withholding factor11

of 0 percent. In addition, a county that is subject12

to this lettered paragraph shall receive an inflation13

adjustment equal to 2 percent of the gross expenditures14

reported for the county’s services fund for the fiscal15

year.16

(3) For an ending balance percentage of 10 percent17

or more but less than 25 percent, a withholding factor18

of 25 percent. However, for counties with an ending19

balance of 10 percent or more but less than 15 percent,20

the amount withheld shall be limited to the amount by21

which the county’s ending balance was in excess of the22

ending balance percentage of 10 percent.23

(4) For an ending balance percentage of 25 percent24

or more, a withholding percentage of 100 percent.25

6. The total withholding amounts applied pursuant26

to subsection 5 shall be equal to a withholding target27

amount of $13,075,453. If the department of human28

services determines that the amount appropriated29

is insufficient or the amount to be withheld in30

accordance with subsection 5 is not equal to the target31

withholding amount, the department shall adjust the32

withholding factors listed in subsection 5 as necessary33

to achieve the target withholding amount. However, in34

making such adjustments to the withholding factors,35

the department shall strive to minimize changes to the36

withholding factors for those ending balance percentage37

ranges that are lower than others and shall only adjust38

the zero withholding factor or the inflation adjustment39

percentages specified in subsection 5, paragraph “d”,40

when the amount appropriated is insufficient.>41
